THE  POWWOW  GROCERY  CO. 

Mr.  Joseph  Frank  Currier  was  the  operator  of 
the  Powwow  Grocery  Co.  for  many  years.  He 
was  considered  a  very  smart  man  by  area 
residents,  some  of  whom  still  remember  him.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  school  board  in  East 
Kingston  for  some  time.  Mr.  Currier  lived  in  a 
large  colonial  house  on  the  corner  of  Falls  Road 
(Rt.  107A)  and  Newton  Road  (Rt.  108).  This  house 
and  barn  burned  flat.  They  were  replaced  by  the 
house  which  Mr.  Larry  Bean  now  owns. 

The  Powwow  Grocery  Store  is  shown  on  the 
map  of  1857  and  is  noted  as  "J.  Currier  store".  It 
was  a  good  sized  building  and  had  an  apartment 
located  upstairs.  There  were  livery  stables 
located  in  the  rear  along  with  a  huge  water 
tower.  A  high  windmill  standing  beside  the  road 
was  used  to  pump  water  into  the  tower.  Some 
residents  can  still  remember  brave  souls 
climbing  to  the  top  to  oil  it. 

In  its  last  years  the  store  was  operated  by  Mr. 
Charles  Richardson.  Progress  in  the  form  of  an 
overpass  caused  the  store  and  the  stables  to  be 
taken  down  in  1937.  Drawings  in  the  selectmens' 
office  show  that  the  building  was  located  where 
the  rise  to  the  overpass  is  on  the  Kingston  side. 

Of  interest  is  that  another  store,  "J.  Buswell's 
Store",  was  just  across  the  tracks  on  the  same 
side  of  the  road.  This  building  is  still  standing 
and  is  owned  by  Mrs.  Pauline  Stark.

REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING 

EAST  KINGSTON,  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

January  31,  1983 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7:32  p.m.  by  the 
Moderator,  Robert  B.  Donovan.  The  Moderator 
announced  he  was  given  a  petition  signed  by  more  than 
five  voters  requesting  a  secret  ballot  on  the  article  to  be 
presented  to  the  voters  at  this  meeting. 

The  Moderator  then  read  the  following  article:  On 
petition  of  Thomas  Wardlaw,  Jr.  and  more  than  fifty 
others  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  maintenance 
responsibility  for  Powell's  Cove  Right  of  Way.  Thomas 
Wardlaw,  Jr.  moved  the  article  and  this  was  seconded  by 
Robert  Dinsmore. 

A  discussion  followed  over  who  had  legal  ownership 
of  the  Rowell's  Cove  Road.  Also  discussed  was  the 
difference  between  Rowell  Road  and  Rowell's  Cove 
Road.  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Donald  C. 
Andolina  read  from  a  letter  sent  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  by  Attorney  Robert  B.  Donovan  stating  a  right 
of  way  to  Rowell's  Cove  was  30'  x  100',  located  on  Tax 
Maps  15  &  16,  as  being  legally  belonging  totheTown.  No 
mention  was  made  of  Rowell's  Cove  Road. 

Residents  were  told  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  that 
they  receive  an  abatement  of  20%  on  their  land  on 
Rowell's  Cove  Road. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Carol  Davis  to  table  the  article 
until  a  completestudy  of  the  area  could  be  done  in  regard 
to  how  much  it  would  cost  for  maintenance  of  the  road. 
Motion  to  table  was  seconded  by  Bruce  Allen.  Results  of 
a  hand  vote  were:  For  -  35,  Against  -  44.  The  motion  to 
table  failed. 

The  discussion  continued.  Robert  Fairbanks  asked 
both  Fire  Chief  Robert  Belcher  and  Police  Chief  Henry 
Lewandowski,  Jr.  if  they  had  ever  been  unable  to  respond 
to  an  emergency  situation  on  Powell's  Cove  Road.  Chief 
Belcher  replied  the  Fire  Department  has  always  gotten 
through.  Chief  Lewandowski,  Jr.  responded  that  the 
Police  Department  has  always  been  able  to  respond. 
Austin  Carter  of  the  Rescue  Squad  stated  that  he  had  not 
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had  a  call  to  the  area  but  he  felt  the  Squad  would  get 
there.   A  Motion  to  move  the  article  was  made  by  David 
Andrezejewski   and   seconded   by  Robert  Fairbanks. 
Article  moved. 

Total  Number  of  Ballots  cast  -  86.  Number  of  Yes 
Votes  -  23.  Number  of  No  Votes  -  63. 

The  article  did  not  pass.  The  meeting  was  adjourned 
by  the  Moderator  at  8:52  PM.

ARTICLE  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the 
amendment  to  the  Town  Zoning  Ordinance  as  proposed 
by  the  Planning  Board,  whereby  a  Wetlands 
Conservation  District  would  be  established  and  Zoning 
Ordinance  Articles  renumbered.  The  amendment  reads 
as  follows: 
ARTICLE  VIM 

WETLANDS  CONSERVATION  DISTRICT 
A.    Purpose: 

In  the  interest  of  public  health,  convenience,  safety 
and  welfare,  the  regulation  of  wetland  areas  is  intended  to 
guide  the  use  of  areas  of  land  with  standing  water  or 
extended  periods  of  high  water  tables: 

1.  To  maintainthequality  and  level  of  the  groundwater 
table  and  water  recharge  areas  for  existing  or 
potential  water  supplies. 

2.  To  prevent  the  destruction  of  natural  wetlands 
which  provide  flood  protection,  re-charge  and 
augmentation  of  stream  flow  during  dry  periods. 

3.  To  prevent  unnecessary  or  excessive  expenses  to 
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the  Town  to  provide  and  maintain  essential  service 
and  utilities  which  could  arise  because  of  unwise  use 
of  wetlands. 

4.  To  control  development  of  structures  and  land  use 
on  naturally  occurring  wetlands  which  would 
contribute  to  pollution  of  surface  and  ground  water  by 
sewerage  and  toxic  waste. 

5.  To  encourage  uses  that  can  appropriately  and 
safely  be  located  in  wetlands  areas. 

6.  To  preserve  wetlands  for  other  ecological  reason 
such  as  those  cited  in  RSA  483-A:1-b. 

7.  To  encourage  environmental  diversity  by  protecting 
and  maintaining  existing  wetlands  systems  and  the 
vegetation  and  wildlife  supported  by  such  systems. 


B.  Definition  and  Designation: 

1.  The  Wetlands  Conservation  District  of  East 
Kingston  is  hereby  defined  to  be  those  areas  of  the 
Town  that  contain  marshes,  ponds,  bogs,  lakes, 
perennial  streams  and  soils  that  are  classified  as 
poorly  or  very  poorly  drained  by  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture  Soils  Conservation 
Service.  By  definition,  the  district  is  non-contiguous. 

2.  The  Wetlands  Conservation  District  as  herein 
defined  is  shown  on  a  map  designated  as  "Town  of 
East  Kingston  Wetlands  Conservation  District"  and  is 
asupplementtothezoning  mapof  the  town.  Wetlands 
boundaries  indicated  on  the  zoning  map  supplement 
have  been  developed  from  soil  survey  field  sheets 
which  show  the  results  of  the  soil  survey  accomplish- 
ed in  the  1981-1982  time  period  by  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  Soil  Conservation  Service.  Soil  survey 
field  sheets  are  available  from  the  U.S. Soil  Conserva- 
tion Service  in  Exeter,  New  Hampshire  and  are  on  file 
with  the  East  Kingston  Planning  Board. 

3.  For  a  detailed  explanation  of  the  soil  types,  see 
"Soils  and  Their  Interpretations  for  Various  Land 
Uses,  Town  of  East  Kingston,  Rockingham  County, 
New  Hampshire"  on  file  with  the  Planning  Board  and 
the  U.S.  Soil  Conservation  office  in  Exeter. 
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4.  In  all  cases  where  the  Wetlands  Conservation 
District  is  superimposed  over  another  zoning  district 
in  the  Town  of  East  Kingston,  that  district  whose  regu- 
lations are  more  restrictive  shall  apply. 

C.    Permitted  Uses: 

1.    For  poorly  drained  soil  areas: 

A.  Any  use  that  does  not  involve  the  erection  of  a 
structure  or  that  does  not  alter  the  surface  configura- 
tion of  the  land  by  addition  of  fill  or  by  dredging  except 
as  a  common  treatment  associated  with  a  permitted 
use. 

B.  Agriculture,  including  grazing,  hay  production, 
truck  gardening,  and  silage  production  provided  that 
such  use  is  shown  not  to  cause  significant  increases  in 
surface  or  ground  water  pollution  by  heavy  metals, 
pesticides,  or  toxic  chemicals  and  that  such  use  will 
not  cause  or  contribute  to  soil  erosion. 

C.  Forestry  and  tree  farming  to  include  construction 
of  access  roads. 

D.  Water  impoundments  and  construction  of  well 
water  supplies. 

E.  Drainage  ways  to  include  streams,  creeks,  or  other 
paths  of  normal  runoff  water  and  common  agricultural 
land  drainage  provided  such  use  is  otherwise 
permitted  in  the  Use  District  which  the  District  over- 
lays. 

F.  Wildlife  habitat  development  and  management. 

G.  Parks  and  such  recreation  uses  as  are  consistent 
with  the  purpose  and  intentions  of  Article  VIM, A. 

H.   Conservation  areas  and  nature  trails. 

1.  Open  space  as  permitted  by  subdivision  regulations 
and  other  sections  of  this  ordinance. 

2.  For  very  poorly  drained  soil  areas,  marshes,  lakes, 
ponds,  and  perennial  streams: 

A.  Such  uses  as  specified  under  Article  III,  Cla 
through  Cli  for  poorly  drained  soils  shall  be  permitted 
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excepted  that  no  alteration  of  the  surface 
configuration  of  the  land  by  filling  or  dredging  and  no 
use  which  results  in  the  erection  of  a  structure  will  be 
allowed. 

D.  Special  Provisions: 

1.  Poorly  drained  soils  may  be  used  to  fulfill  all  but  3/4 
of  an  acre  (30,000  sq.ft.)  of  any  building  lot  required 
by  the  zoning  ordinance  provided  that  the  non- 
wetland  area  is  sufficient  in  size  and  configuration  to 
adequately  accommodate  all  required  utilities. 

2.  No  very  poorly  drained  soils  or  bodies  of  water  may 
be  used  to  satisfy  minimum  lot  sizes. 

E.  Procedure  for  Review: 

1.  Building  permits  for  individual  lots: 

Upon  receiving  a  request  for  a  building  permit,  the 
Building  Inspector  will  check  the  location  of  the 
proposed  construction  relative  to  the  Wetlands 
Conservation  District.  If  the  proposed  building  site  falls 
in  or  partly  in  the  Wetlands  Conservation  District  and 
does  not  comply  with  the  special  provisions  of  paragraph 
4  above,  the  building  permit  cannot  be  approved  by  the 
Building  Inspector  until  reviewed  by  the  Planning  Board. 
An  appeal  procedure  is  presented  herein  for  those  cases 
where  the  owner  questions  the  validity  of  the  boundrles 
of  a  wetland  area,  see  Article  V,  F. 

2.  Subdivision  Requests 

Any  person  who  desires  to  subdivide  land  within  the 
Wetlands  Conservation  District  shall  submit  to  the 
Planning  Board,  in  addition  to  all  other  requirements 
stipulated  in  the  Subdivision  Regulations,  Five  (5)  copies 
(copies  are  given  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Conservation 
Commission,  Building  Inspector,  and  two  retained  by  the 
Planning  Board)  of  a  drainage  report  and  calculations 
prepared  by  a  Registered  Professional  Engineer 
describing  the  extent  of  impact  on  the  wetlands.  The 
topographic  map  should  include  soil  typing  according  to 
Article  B.  2.c.  of  this  ordinance.  The  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Conservation  Commission  may  each  submit  a 
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written  report  to  the  Planning  Board  for  consideration. 
3.    Issuance  of  Conditions: 

If,  after  review  of  all  submitted  data  the  Planning 
Board  determines  that  the  area  on  which  the  proposed 
work  is  to  be  done  is  in  conflict  with  Article  VIII,  A.  of  this 
ordinance,  the  Board  shall: 

a. Grant  preliminary  approval  subject  to  an  order  of 
conditions  it  deems  necessary  for  compliance  and 
subsequent  final  approval,  or 

b.  Deny  the  request  and  give  reasons  thereto. 

c.  The  Planning  Board  shall  be  entitled  to  review 
and  regulate  development  proposals  within  one 
hundred  (100)  feet  of  a  wetland  when  it  is  determin- 
ed that  such  development  may  have  a  significant 
negative  impact  on  the  wetlands  not  consistent  with 
the  purposes  and  intent  of  Article  B.  1. 

F.  Appeal  Procedure: 

In  the  event  that  an  area  is  alleged  to  be  incorrectly 
designated  on  the  Wetlands  Conservation  District  map 
supplement  to  the  zoning  map  of  the  Town  and/or  survey 
field  sheets,  any  person  may  present  adequate  evidence 
of  such  to  the  Planning  Board.  Adequate  evidence  shall 
include  a  written  report  of  an  on-site  soils  investigation 
and  analysis  conducted  by  a  qualified  soils  scientist  (a 
qualified  soils  scientist  is  a  person  qualified  in  soil 
qualification  who  is  recommended  by  or  approved  by  the 
Rockingham  County  Conservation  District  Board  of 
Supervision).  The  Planning  Board  upon  receipt  of 
supplementary  information  is  charged  with  making  a 
decision  as  to  whether  the  limits  of  the  Wetlands 
Conservation  District  should  be  modified  to 
accommodate  the  supplemental  information. 

G.  Special  Exceptions: 

Special  exceptions  may  be  granted  by  the  Board  of 
Adjustment  for  the  following  uses  within  the  Wetlands 
Conservation  District  if  it  can  be  shown  that  such 
proposed  use  will  not  conflict  with  the  purpose  and  intent 
of  Article  VIII,  A.  Proper  evidence  of  this  effect  shall  be 
submitted  in  writing  to  the  Board  of  Adjustment  and  may 
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be  accompanied  by  the  findings  of  a  review  of  the 
Rockingham  County  Conservation  District  of  the 
environmental  effects  of  such  proposed  use  upon  the 
wetlands  in  question: 

1.  Streets,  roads,  and  other  access  ways  and  utility 
right-of-way  easements  including  power  lines  and 
pipe  lines  if  such  location  is  essential  to  the  productive 
use  of  land  not  so  zoned,  and  so  constructed  as  to 
minimize  anydetrimental  impact  of  such  useuponthe 
Wetlands  Conservation  District. 

2.  The  Construction  of  wharves,  footbridges, 
catwalks,  fences,  water  impoundments  and  beaches 
after  review  by  the  Planning  Board  for  adherence  to 
normal  construction  practices. 

Renumber  Articles  VIII  throughXIII  to  Articles  IXthrough 
XIV  respectively. 

ARTICLES 

Motion  by  Donald  Andolina  and  seconded  by  Elliot

The 
total  estimated  cost  of  installing  a  new  surface,  flashing 
signals  is  $150,000.00,  90%  of  which  will  befunded  by  the 
New  Hampshire  Department  of  Public  Works.  The 
crossing  has  been  identified  by  the  State  as  dangerous  to. 
the  public,  and  in  need  of  upgrading. 

Selectmen  were  asked  why  the  Town  had  to  do  it  and 
not  the  Railroad  and  they  answered  that  the  State  had 
told  the  Towns  they  should  do  it  as  it  had  been 
determined  to  be  a  dangerous  crossing.  The  Moderator 
was  asked  if  in  the  future  someone  was  injured  at  the 
crossing  due  to  lack  of  proper  signals  could  the  Town  be 
held  liable?

Robie  on  petition  of  Robert  M.  Belcher,  and  16  others,  to 
see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
regulate  the  use  of  unvented  space  heaters  in  occupied 
structures  in  the  Town  of  East  Kingston.  VOTED  —  YES 

ARTICLE  21 

Motion  by  Donald  Andolina  and  seconded  by 
Ellsworth  Russell  on  petition  of  Molly  C.  Allen,  and  11 
others,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  go  on  record  in 
support  of  immediate  actions  by  the  Federal  Government 
to  control  and  reduce  acid  rain,  which  is  harmful  to  the 
environment  and  economy  of  New  Hampshire  and  to  the 
health  and  welfare  of  the  people  of  New  Hampshire.

1.  Reduce  by  at  least  half  the  causes  of  acid  rain, 
sulphur  dioxide  emissions,  by  the  year  1990!

David  Andrzejewski  noted  the  Committee  planning 
for  the  250th  Anniversary  of  the  town  would  like  to  hear 
any  suggestions  the  residents  may  have.  He  also  thanked 
everyone  who  filled  out  the  questionnaire  on  Anniversay. 
Robert  Fairbanks  stated  two  years  ago  a  motion  was

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 
1983 

During  1983  the  Selectmen's  principal  concerns  and 
efforts  were  directed  to  matters  of  property  taxes, 
particularly  land  values,  that  resulted  from  the 
revaluation  of  property  the  year  before.  Responding  to 
the  Selectmen's  Report  for  1982,  many  taxpapers  availed 
themselves  of  their  right  to  file  for  the  Current  Use  basis 
of  valuation  which  resulted  in  a  substantial  reduction  in 
land  values.  In  addition,  a  number  of  Appeals  were 
reviewed  and  adjustments  made  on  those  assessments 
made  by  our  outside  Assessors  that  were  found  to  be  in 
error. 

Other  elements  of  town  government  during  the  year 
were: 

A  contract  was  let  for  the  much  needed  replacement 
of  obsolete  electrical  service  in  the  Town  Hall  and  for  the 
installation  of  a  ceiling  fan  to  reduce  fuel  costs  by 
improving  heat  distribution.  Work  is  expected  to  be 
completed  in  early  1984. 

A  new  gas  heater  was  installed  in  the  Town  Clerk/Tax 
Collector's  office  to  replace  inefficientand  costly  electric 
heat. 

The  exterior  of  the  Library  has  been  repainted  with 
some  final  touch-up  to  be  completed  when  weather 
permits. 

The  town  has  now  taken  full  title  to  the  former  Boston 
and  Maine  Railroad  property  which  was  voted  to 
purchase  at  the  Town  Meeting  of  March  11,  1980. 

We  have  satisfactorily  settled  all  outstanding  tax  bills 
with  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  from  1970  through 
1982  totalling  $5,091.21  to  our  town. 

We  have  assumed  title  to  approximately  9  acres  of  the 
former  Ruth  Ladd  property  along  the  shore  of  the  Pow- 
Wow  River  for  recreational  use  by  the  town. 

Several  meetings  have  been  held  with  Civil  Defense 
Director  Robert  Fairbanks  and  local  and  state  officials 
concerning  the  Radiological  Emergency  Response  Plans 
proposed    by   the    Public   Service    Company    of    New 
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Hampshire  relative  to  the  Seabrook  Nuclear  Station. 
Further  work  needs  to  be  done  by  the  Public  Service 
Company  before  the  town  can  accept  a  program  that  is 
realistic  for  its  needs. 

The  town  road  improvement  program  continued  with 
resurfacing  of  approximately  one  mile  of  the  Willow  Road 
and  1.2  miles  of  the  South  Road  using  a  cost  effective  new 
application  of  peastone  and  emulsion.  Reconstruction  of 
a  portion  of  the  Sanborn  Road  was  also  accomplished. 

Article  19  of  the  1983  Town  Warrant  relating  to 
upgrading  the  railroad  crossing  on  Sanborn  Road  was 
voted  No.  The  state  is  still  prepared  to  allocate  90% 
federal  funding  from  the  Federal  Surface  Transportation 
Act  of  1973  to  improve  the  grade  crossing.  Due  to  work 
done  by  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  during  the  year, 
the  town's  10%  participation  is  now  reduced  to  $10,000. 
An  Article  will  be  submitted  to  the  1984  Warrant  for 
reconsideration  by  the  voters. 

Periodic  Department  Heads  meetings  have  been  held 
as  a  means  of  communicating  between  the  Departments 
and  with  the  Selectmen.  These  have  proven  helpful  and 
resulted  in  an  open  exchange  of  ideas.  Onesuch  product 
was  that  the  Police  Department  will  implement  a 
voluntary  Fingerprinting  Program  for  school-age 
children  early  in  1984  and  sponsor  a  project  to  provide 
stylus  identification  of  personal  property  of  residents. 

The  Selectmen  want  to  remind  homeowners  of  the 
value  of  having  their  home  street  numbers  prominently 
displayed.  If  you  have  not  yet  posted  your  assigned 
house  number,  you  are  urged  to  do  so  to  assist  any  of  the 
town's  resources  in  the  event  of  an  emergency.  Near  the 
end  of  the  year,  the  Director  of  Civil  Defense  distributed 
questionaires  designed  to  provide  vital  information 
should  an  emergency  occur.  If  you  have  not  responded 
to  this,  you  should  consider  doing  so  for  your  own 
protection. 

During  1983  there  were  some  changes  in  Elected 
Officials  due  to  resignations.  Treasurer  Wendell 
Whatmough  resigned  at  year  end  for  personal  reasons. 
Linda  Eaton  resigned  as  Auditor  to  accept  an 
appointment  to  serve  Mr.  Whatmough's  unexpired  term 
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as  Treasurer.  Virginia  Gorton  was  appointed  to  assume 
Mrs.  Eaton's  unexpired  term  as  Auditor.  A  change  in 
Appointed  Officials  occurred  when  Catherine  Hankin 
was  sworn  in  as  Deputy  Town  Clerk/Tax  Collector. 

The  Selectmen  are  grateful  to  all  Elected  and 
Appointed  Officials  with  whom  they  have  worked  during 
the  year  for  the  help,  cooperation  and  dedication  they 
have  demonstrated  in  conducting  the  affairs  of  the  town.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HEALTH  OFFICER 

This  was  an  active  year  for  the  Health  Department.  In 
addition  to  investigating  health  related  complaints  I 
observed,  with  the  Building  Inspector,  percolation  tests. 
Together  we  have  standardized  the  test  pit  procedure  in 
East  Kingston. 

I  made  joint  health  inspections  of  all  commercial 
establishments  and  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Camp  with  the  State 
Department  of  Health  Inspectors.  Any  deficiencies  were 
so  noted  to  the  involved  parties. 

Working  with  the  State  Board  of  Water  Supply  and 
Pollution  Control,  I  was  able  to  get  a  satisfactory  water 
sample  from  the  Town  Hall,  Fire  Department,  and  Town 
Clerk's  Office,  all  of  these  are  served  by  the  same  water 
system. 

I  was  able,  by  working  with  the  owners  involved,  to 
physically  secure  one  piece  of  abandoned  property  and 
have  another  piece  of  abandoned  property  razed  and  the 
area  cleaned  up. 

In  East  Kingston,  the  Health  Officer  and  Board  of 
Selectmen  make  up  the  Board  of  Health.  In  order  for  the 
Health  Officer  to  conduct  an  investigation,  a  complaint 
has  to  be  received.  I  have  so  far  been  successful  in 
keeping  complainants'  names  confidential.  If  you  are 
aware  of  a  situation  which  affects  the  health  of  the 
community,  please  contact  me.

A  rabies  vaccination  clinic  will  be  held  on  Saturday, 
April  14  from  1:00  P.M.  to  3:00  P.M..  Vaccinations  for 
dogs  and  cats  will  be  $4.00  each.  The  Town  Clerk  will  be 
on  hand  to  license  dogs. 

Because  rabies  has  been  confirmed  in  animals  in 
Seabrook,  Rye  and  Raymond  during  the  last  12  months, 
rabies  vaccinations  for  dogs  and  cats  are  more  important 
than  ever.  N.H.  law  states  that  all  dogs  over  the  age  of  3 
months  must  be  vaccinated  against  rabies.  All  cats  over 
the  age  of  4  months  should  also  be  vaccinated  because 
they  are  frequently  exposed  to  wild  animals,  and  possibly 
rabies. 

When  transporting  a  catanywhere-a  rabies  clinic,  the 
veterinarian,  a  boarding  kennel  -  always  confine  the  cat. 
If  you  don't  use  a  collar  or  harness  and  leash,  use  a 
covered  carrying  box  or  a  pillow  case.  Many  cats  panic 
when  taken  out  of  their  home  environment,  and  a 
frightened  cat  is  capable  of  injuring  his  owner.  An 
escaped  frightened  cat  is  almost  impossible  to  catch. 


A  MESSAGE  FROM  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

Just  to  inform  the  residents  of  East  Kingston,  that 
during  the  year  of  1983  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
passed  a  new  law  about  Fire  Warning  Devices. 

"Automatic  Fire  Warning  Device"  means  a  wall  or 
ceiling  mounted  assembly  containing  an  ionization 
chamber  or  photoelectric  type  of  smoke  detector,  with  an 
audible  alarm." 

This  is  a  very  good  law  whether  it  is  a  multi-family 
dwelling  or  single  dwelling. 

I  sure  hope  we  can  help  save  lives  and  property  with  a 
Smoke  Detector.

REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Once  again,  our  cooperative  town  and  state  forest  fire 
prevention  and  control  program  leads  the  nation  in  least 
acres  burned  per  forest  fire.  Less  than  one-half  acre  per 
fire  statewide  average. 
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At  the  town  level,  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  is 
responsible  for  the  prevention  and  control  of  all  grass  and 
woods  fires  when  the  ground  is  not  snow  covered. 

Forest  fire  prevention  is  achieved  at  the  town  level  by 
issuing  a  written  permit  for  every  fire  that  is  to  be  kindled 
on  the  ground  out  of  doors  when  the  ground  is  not 
covered  with  snow.  Each  person  wishing  to  have  an 
outside  fire  must  obtain  this  written  permit  from  the  town 
Fire  Warden  before  kindling  the  fire.  Any  person  that 
does  not  obtain  a  fire  permit,  when  one  is  required,  is 
violating  our  forest  fire  permit  law  and  is  subject  to  a  court 
appearance  and  could  be  fined  up  to  $1 ,000  and  receive  a 
jail  sentence  of  up  to  one  year. 

No  fire  permit  will  be  issued  between  9:00  a.m.  and 
5:00  p.m.  unless  it  is  raining.  The  reason  for  this  is 
twofold:  the  fire  danger  increases  steadily  between  9:00 
a.m.  and  2:00  p.m.,  then  subsides  to  a  safe  level  between 
2:00  p.m.  and  5:00  p.m.  This  happens  because  the  sun 
dries  out  the  fine  fuelsthatareeasily  ignited  and  dries  the 
air  which  permits  rapid  fire  spread.  Also  during  this  part 
of  the  day  fire  fighters  are  not  readily  available  in  most 
communities  so  an  escaped  fire  could  burn  longer  and 
cause  greater  damage  before  being  suppressed. 

You  cooperation  in  burning  only  when  conditions  are 
safe  is  greatly  appreciated. 

As  Smokey  says,  "Remember,  Only  YOU  can  Prevent 
Forest  Fires!"

EAST  KINGSTON  HISTORICAL  COMMITTEE 

During  the  past  year  we  were  able  to  complete  two 
long-term  projects,  making  acardfileof all  EastKingston 
houses  built  before  1900,  and  finishing  an  index  of  East 
Kingston  vital  statistics,  1738  -  1900. 

But  we  broke  some  new  ground.  We  had  an  exhibit  at 
Town  Meeting  of  our  collection,  ever-growing,  of  old 
postal  cards  of  East  Kingston  and  published  a  brochure 
about  them.  We  grouped  and  numbered  ourcollection  of 
photographs  of  the  town,  numbering  them  for  ready 
reference.  We  readied  for  publication  as  a  part  of  the 
1988  celebration  a  calendar  made  up  of  old  and  new 
views  of  East  Kingston  with  a  short  introduction  and  a 
sentence  or  two  about  each  picture. 

We  have  been  so  fortunate  as  to  have  guests  at  three  of 
our  monthly  meetings:  Sandra  Mansfield,  who  dealt 
mainly  with  the  Burnt  Swamp  region;  John  Bakie,  who 
told  us  much  of  the  Powwow  section  of  Kingston  and  East 
Kingston;  and  Ruth  Poggio  with  her  reminiscences  of  the 
store  and  of  Giles  Road.  We  look  forward  to  having  more 
such  well-informed  and  helpful  guests. 

Two  fine  gifts  have  come  to  us  and  to  the  library.  Both 
are  large  color  photographsof  oil  paintingsdone  by  Alice 
Parthenia  Philbrick,  1855-1928,  daughter  of  John  Lang- 
don  and  Elizabeth  Spaulding  Philbrick.  One  depicting 
the  old  Pound  School,  with  the  Methodist  Church  in  the 
background,  was  given  by  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Harry  Rose.  The 
other,  a  picture  of  the  mills  at  Trickling  Falls,  theoriginal 
of  which  is  owned  by  Mr.  Warren  Bakie,  was  given  by  Mr. 
&  Mrs.  Scott  Darling.  Since  these  fine  gifts  came,  much 
work  has  gone  into  trying  to  learn  more  about  the  artist. 
For  any  shred  of  information  about  her  and  about  her 
work  we  should  be  most  grateful.

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HISTORIC  SITE  COMMITTEE 

The  1983  Town  Meeting  established  a  steering 
committee  and  various  Ad  Hoc  committees  to  investigate 
the  possible  ways  the  250th  anniversary  of  the  founding 
of  East  Kingston  might  be  celebrated.  One  such 
committee  was  established  to  investigate  the  possibility 
of  founding  a  permanent  historic  site. 

A  grist  and  saw  mill  at  Trickling  Falls  on  the  PowWow 
River  were  instrumental  in  the  early  settlement  of  East 
Kingston  and  this  committee  felt  that  an  historic  site  at 
Trickling  Falls  would  be  a  permanent  reminder  of  the 
town's  origins.  With  this  in  mind,  the  members  of  this 
group  have  spent  much  time  investigating  the  possibility 
of  erecting  a  replica  of  a  mill  at  this  site.  Mills  in  Kingston 
and  in  Derry  were  visited  and  many  photos  of  theoriginal 
sites  viewed  in  ordertogain  insight  intothe  complexity  of 
such  a  task.  Investigations  into  possible  sources  of 
funding  for  reconstruction  produced  little  encouraging 
information. 

The  concensus  of  this  committee  is  that  rebuilding  the 
structure  is  in  fact  a  minor  task  compared  to  that  of 
locating  a  mill  works  and  obtaining  a  wheel.  The 
potential  cost  of  such  a  project  has  led  to  investigating 
less  lofty  aspirations. 

Presently  under  investigation  is  the  possibility  of 
erecting  an  historic  marker  at  the  Trickling  Falls  site 
noting  the  Mills  location  as  well  as  their  importance  to  the 
town.  The  idea  that  a  model  of  the  mills  and  the  site  be 
constructed  and  placed  on  permanent  display  has  also 
been  discussed. 

Discussions  and  meetings  continue.  Anyone  interest- 
ed in  attending  these  meetings  or  in  offering  suggestions 
should  contact  any  one  of  the  members.  Any  and  all 
interest  is  more  than  welcome.

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REPORT  OF  THE  250th  ANNIVERSARY  COMMITTEE 

The  250th  Anniversary  Committee  was  set  up  to  plan 
our  celebration  in  1988.  David  Andrzejewski  and  Daniel 
Bodwell  were  appointed  co-chairmen  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen.  The  remainder  of  the  original  committee 
consisted  of  Virginia  Gorton  and  Marjorie  Rowell.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COORDINATOR  OF 

THE  OFFICE    OF  EMERGENCY  MANAGEMENT 

(CIVIL  DEFENSE) 

Most  of  the  effort  this  year  has  been  on  completing  the 
Basic  Emergency  Management  Plan  (BEMP)  and 
creating  a  Radiological  Defense  Annex  to  it  to  cover 
situations  which  could  arise  after  Public  Service  Co. 
receives  its'  operating  license  for  Seabrook  Station. 

At  this  time  I  am  coordinating  the  effort  of  the  town 
emergency  service  departments  to  update  our  resident 
locator  files.  With  the  assistance  of  Santa  and  the  East 
Kingston  Volunteer  Firemens  Assoc,  questionaires  were 
distributed  on  Christmas  Eve  wherever  Santa  stopped. 
The  Town  Clerk  is  also  passing  out  these  forms.  There  is 
also  a  form  with  return  envelope  enclosed  in  your  Town 
Report.  The  purpose  of  this  form  is  to  help  emergency 
personnel  locateyour  home  quickly  in  an  emergency  and 
provide  them  with  the  name  of  someone  to  notify  in  case 
of  damage  to  your  property  when  you  are  not  present. 
PLEASE  help  us  help  you  by  completing  the  form  and 
returning  it  promptly. 

The  consultant  which  was  hired  by  the  State  to  assist 
the  Towns  in  developing  the  Radiological  plans  for 
Seabrook  delivered  to  the  town  a  180  page  proposed 
'draft'  which  has  been  reviewed  and  reworked  several 
times  by  the  selectmen  and  myself  with  the  assistance  of 
the  state  CD  organization.  I  am  now  working  to  develop  a 
list  of  equipment  needed  by  the  various  town 
departments  to  implement  this  plan.  This  list  will  be 
presented  to  the  state  CD  officials  for  procurement  and 
delivery  to  East  Kingston. 

As  part  of  the  Radiological  Annex  East  Kingston 
needs  a  volunteer  to  serve  as  transportation 
coordinator. This  person  would  be  responsible  for 
determining  which  residents  would  not  have  their  own 
transportation  during  the  declared  emergency  and  devel- 
oping a  plan  to  meet  this  need  for  submission  to  the 
Selectmen.  If  you  could  assist  the  town  in  this  position 
please  contact  me  or  one  of  the  Selectmen.

The  Civil  Defense  truck  which  the  town  has  had  for 
several  years  has  been  turned  in.  The  Selectmen  decided 
that  maintenance  costs  were  escalating  and  town  organi- 
zations were  not  making  sufficient  use  of  the  vehicle  to 
warrant  expenditure  of  further  funds.

EXETER  AREA  VISITING  NURSE 
ASSOCIATION,  INC. 

The  Exeter  Area  Visiting  Nurse  Association 
experienced  a  year  of  growth  and  change  in  1983.  The 
EAVNA  operated  with  the  largest  budget,  caseload  and 
staff  in  the  history  of  the  Agency.  The  two  new  services, 
speech  and  occupational  therapy,  were  very  well  utilized. 
The  other  disciplines,  nursing,  physical  therapy  and 
home  health  aides  all  show  a  marked  increase  in  visits. 
Needs  are  changing.  People  are  staying  in  hospitals  for 
shorter  periods  of  time  and  frequently  staying  at  home 
rather  than  being  cared  for  in  nursing  homes.  HOME 
CARE  now  requires  increased  skills  and  up  to  date 
technology  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  acutely  ill  as  well  as 
the  chronically  ill.  Service  was  provided  as  needed  7  days 
a  week,  24  hours  a  day. 

In  addition  to  the  HOME  CARE  program,  the 
MATERNAL  &  CHILD  HEALTH  PROGRAM  was  ever 
responsive  to  the  needs  of  its  population,  working  closely 
with  local  pediatricians  and  the  state  and  federal  policy 
makers.

The  Agency's  ADULT  HEALTH  PROGRAM  was 
expanded  to  meetthe  needs  oftheadult  population.  Foot 
Care  Clinics  provided  a  new  service  for  people  needing 
assistance  caring  for  their  feet.  Self  help  sessions  were 
held  to  assist  elders  in  independent  living.  Immunization 
clinics  for  adults  were  added  to  the  program  and  blood 
pressure  clinics  were  increased  to  serve  the  middle  and 
younger  adult. 

The  EAVNA  continues  to  promote  a  clinical  setting  to 
students  of  health  care  as  well  as  provide  continuing 
education  for  its  own  staff  to  enable  the  Agency  to 
continue  to  meet  the  changing  needs  of  its  clients  and  the 
community. 

15,313  units  of  service  were  provided  to  residents  of 
the  service  area  between  January  1, 1983  and  December 
31,  1983.  (Individual  town  statistics  are  sent  to  the 
Selectmen  of  each  town.) 

In  the  80's,  the  shift  of  health  care  is  to  the  HOME  and 
the  COMMUNITY.  The  EAVNA  is  meeting  the  challenges 
and  will  continue  to  collaborate  and  coordinate  with 
other  health  providers  to  assure  that  quality  health  care  is 
available  to  residents  of  the  area.

The  annual  meeting  of  the  East  Kingston  School 
District  was  called  to  order  by  Moderator  Robert 
Donovan  at  7:05  p.m.  on  Wednesday,  March  2,  1983,  at 
the  Town  Hall.  He  reminded  voters  the  School  District 
Officers  would  be  elected  by  ballot  on  Tuesday,  March  8, 
1983,  at  the  town  hall  between  10:00  a.m.  and  7:00  p.m. 

A  motion  to  waive  the  reading  of  the  Warrant,  as  each 
Article  will  be  read  as  it  is  acted  on,  was  made  by  Mel 
Bowley,  seconded  by  Mary  Kelley,  and  so  voted. 
ARTICLE  I  To  see  if  the  District  wishes  to  request  from 
the  Commissioner  of  Education  a  waiver  of  the 
requirements  stated  in  RSA  189:1 1-a  which  requires  the 
establishment  of  a  school  lunch  program. 

Motion  was  made  by  Susan  Oechsle  and  seconded  by 
Eva  Smith.  Dave  Andrzejewski  inquired  what  the  Board 
had  found  out  about  requesting  the  waiver  for  longer  than 
one  year.  Mel  Bowley  explained  it  must  be  done  annually. 

There  was  no  further  discussion.   Voted  yes. 

Article  II  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
School  Board  to  make  applications  for,  accept,  and 
expend  on  behalf  of  the  School  District,  all  gifts, 
advances,  grands  in  aid,  revenue  sharing  funds,  or  any 
other  funds  for  educational  purposes  as  may  now  or 
hereafter  be  available  or  forthcoming  from  the  U.S. 
Government,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  or  any  of  its 
municipalities  or  any  other  state,  local  or  federal  agency. 

Motion  was  made  by  Doug  Smith  and  seconded  by 
Elliott  Estey.   Voted  Yes. 

Article  III  To  see  what  sum  of  moneythe  District  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the 
payment  of  the  salaries  for  school  district  officials  and 
agents  and  for  payment  of  thestatutoryobligationsof  the 
District. 

Motion  was  made  by  Mel  Bowley  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $648,150.00  (Six  hundred  forty- 
eight  thousand,  one  hundred  fifty  dollars)  forthe  purpose 
of  this  Article.   Seconded  by  Susan  Oechsle. 
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Dave  Andrzejewski  had  several  questions.  Tuition 
costs:  for  1983-84  budgeted  for  51  Junior  High  students 
at  $2210  per,  99  High  School  students  at  $2,306  per; 
reflecting  a  seven  per  cent  increase  at  Junior  High  level 
and  11.4  per  cent  increase  at  the  High  School  level. 
Special  Education:  increase  is  for  tutors,  etc.,  for  Special 
Education  students.  Transportation:  the  contract  with 
Berry  Transportation  does  have  a  fuel  adjustment  clause 
if  needed.  Custodial  Salaries:  custodian  received 
increase  in  salary  and  in  hours. 

Sue  Iseman  questioned  the  Contracted  Services 
under  Special  Education.  It  is  the  testing  required  for 
Special  Ed.  students. 

Curtis  Jacques  inquired  as  to  what  Special  Education 
Tuition  Private  was  for.  Answer  was  Kimi  Nichols  Center, 
etc. 

In  answer  to  Henrietta  Conti's  question  as  to  why  the 
town  has  to  pay  for  Special  Education,  Mel  Bowley 
explained  the  School  District  is  obligated  to  provide  for 
Special  Education  students  between  ages  3  thru  21. 

Dave  Conti  questioned  how  much  longer  before  the 
payments  under  Debt  Service  ended.  Mel  Bowley  replied 
it  should  be  shortly,  but  not  sure  of  exact  length  of  the 
note. 

Motion  voted  yes. 
Article  IV     To  hear  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  and 
committees  or  officers  heretofore  chosen  and  to  pass  any 
vote  relating  thereto. 

Molly  Allen,  as  chairperson,  read  a  report  from  the 
Feasibility  Committee,  established  by  vote  at  the  1982 
meeting.  Mrs.  Allen  prefaced  her  report  with  the  informa- 
tion that  one  of  the  committee's  ideas,  that  of  moving  the 
third  grade  class  from  Andrew's  Lane  to  Brown's 
Academy,  had  been  simultaneously  arrived  at  by 
Principal  Sally  Bowen  and  approved  by  the  School 
Board.  She  also  stated  the  report  would  be  a  preliminary 
one  because  two  items  to  be  dealt  with  by  the  School 
Board  in  the  future  may  open  new  situations  and 
possibilities.  They  are  the  arrangement  of  the  school 
population  and  the  repair  or  replacement  of  the  heating 
system  at  the  Andrew's  Lane  school.    The  options  the 
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committee  has  discussed  that  hinge  on  these  items  will 
be  included  in  the  final  report,  (see  attached  copy  of  the 
Preliminary  Report)    Discussion  followed. 

Motion  by  Dave  Andrzejewski  that  the  report  of  the 
committee  be  accepted  as  filed.  Seconded  by  Elliott 
Estey;  voted  Yes. 

In  response  to  a  suggestion  by  Moderator  Donovan,  a 
motion  that  the  "Allen  Committee"  continue  in  existance 
until  such  time  as  their  work  is  completed  and  that  they 
report  back  at  the  next  annual  meeting  was  made  by 
Carol  Davis  and  seconded  by  Nancy  Smith. 

Robert   Fairbanks   made  a  motion  that  the  above 
motion  be  amended  to  include  "that  the  report  to  the  1 984 
School  District  Meeting  be  a  final  report."  Seconded  by 
Dave    Andrzejewski.    Motion    to    amend    voted    yes. 
Amended  motion  voted  yes. 

Article  V.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  come 
before  this  meeting. 

Mel  Bowley  expressed  thanks  to  "a  very  good  friend, 
Fred  King,  for  his  20  years  of  very  satisfactory  service, 
especially  to  the  small  towns."  He  explained 
Superintendent  King  has  devoted  his  entire  life  to  the 
education  of  youngsters.  King  has  spent  many  hours 
with  the  School  Board  members  planning  paths  and 
routes  for  the  town  to  use  to  education  without  costing  an 
arm  and  a  leg. 

The  townspeople  responded  by  giving  Fred  King  a 
standing  ovation. 

Superintendent  King  stated  he  had  enjoyed  working 
with  the  board,  and  was  going  to  miss  this  area.  He 
thanked  the  townspeople  for  all  their  help  and  support. 

Robert  Fairbanks  made  a  motion  that  in  view  of  the 
decreasing  enrollment,  the  School  Board  work  for  a 
minimum  8y2%  (eight  and  one-half  per  cent)  decrease  in 
the  Teachers  Salaries  item  for  next  year.  The  motion  died 
for  lack  of  a  second.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


It  is  a  pleasure  for  us  to  write  our  first  Town  Report. 
This  year's  report  will  be  a  combination  of  thoughts  from 
the  SAU  #16  office  and  a  report  on  school  activities  and 
events  from  the  building  administration. 

One  of  the  first  things  we  did  this  year  was  to  meet  with 
each  of  the  Boards  plus  the  SAU  Board  and  institute  a 
goal  setting  process  to  mutually  develop  goals  for  each 
district  plus  the  SAU.  The  SAU  Goals  for  the  year  were: 

I  Improve  Communication  in  Areas  of  Budget  and 
Curriculum 

II.  Raise  Standards,  Expectations  and  Quality  of 
Education  at  the  High  School 

III.  Coordinate  Curriculum  Among  Ail  Elementary 
Schools  and  Exeter  AREA  Junior  High  School. 

Each  of  the  goals  has  been  addressed  during  the 
current  school  year. 

The  activities  related  to  Goal  I  are  ongoing  and  will  be 
continued  in  the  years  ahead.  A  partial  listing  of  the 
activities  involved  in  this  goal  follow: 

1)  the  format  for  1984-85  budget  proposals 
incorporate  the  major  goals  of  each  educational 
program  -  underscoring  the  relationship  between 
the  budget  and  curriculum  develooment 

2)  a  monthly  Superintendent's  report  is  forwarded  to 
all     SAU#16   members.   This  report  includes 
information  on  events  at  the  AREA  Junior  High 
and  High  schools,  as  well  as  other  information  of 
interest  to  all  SAU  #16  Board  members. 

3)  a  periodic  curriculum  newsletter  is  distributed  to 
all  SAU  #16  teachers  and  Board  members.  The 
newsletter  describes  exemplary  teaching 
practices  in  the  SAU,  and  includes  articles  on 
major  educational  issues  and  research. 
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Goal  II  relates  to  the  mission  of  the  High  School 
Curriculum  Committee.  The  Committee,  composed  of 
parents,  Board  members,  administrators  and  teachers,  is 
reviewing  and  refining  the  curriculum  areas  at  the  High 
School,  and  developing  strategies  for  increasing  student 
expectations. 

To  help  fulfill  Goal  III,  we  have  established  an 
Elementary  Curriculum  Committee  composed  of 
parents.  Board  members,  teachers  and  administrators 
from  all  the  towns  in  the  SAU.  Their  task  for  this  year  is 
the  total  review  of  all  elementary  curriculum, 
establishment  of  a  priority  list  for  reviewing  and  revising 
curriculum,  developing  a  consistent  format  for 
curriculum  development,  the  monitoring  of  curriculum  as 
well  as  making  recommendations  forthe  implementation 
of  new  curriculum  and  teacher  training  in  the  curriculum 
area.  A  complete  report  with  specific  recommendations 
will  be  presented  to  all  the  Boards  in  late  spring. 

Aside  from  the  many  activities  associated  with 
individual  district  and  SAU  Goals  -  numerous  other 
activities  have  taken  place  throughout  the  SAU.  Some 
have  been  mainly  administrative  -  such  as  the  establish- 
ment of  job  descriptions  for  all  employees.  Others  have 
resulted  in  the  addition  to  or  updating  of  physical  plants 
and  many  have  resulted  in  the  improvement  of  instruction 
to  the  children.  These  instructional  activities  which  are 
the  most  important  have  included  but  are  not  restricted  to 
the  implementation  of  enrichment  programs,  computer 
instruction  and  drug  and  alcohol  abuse  curriculum. 

All  in  all  it  has  been  a  very  productive,  stimulating  and 
positive  year.  We  ar  looking  ahead  to  our  continued 
association  and  work  with  the  Board  members,  parents, 
teachers,  administrators  and  most  importantly  the 
children  of  SAU  #16  in  the  years  ahead.

REPORT  OF 
SCHOOL  ADDITION  FEASIBILITY  COMMITTEE 

The  purpose  of  the  Committee  was  to  assess  the 
needs  of  the  school  and  town  in  order  to  determine  the 
feasibility  of  a  school  addition  and  to  present  our  findings 
to  the  School  Board  and  Board  of  Selectmen  at  the 
School  District  meeting  in  March  of  1983 

At  the  conclusion  of  our  study,  it  was  agreed  by  the 
Committee  that  the  need  for  a  school  addition  does  not 
exist  at  this  time.  Our  interviews  with  the  Selectmen 
indicated  they  feel  there  isn't  a  need  for  a  building 
program  in  East  Kingston  at  this  time.  However,  the 
following  items  should  be  considered  at  the  Andrew's 
Lane  School:  (1)  heating  system  and  (2)  lack  of  storage 
space,  consultation  and  nurse's  space  and  limited  library 
space. 

In  determining  student  population  projections,  we 
used  the  figures  and  method  utilized  by  the  S.A.U.  No.  16 
Office  based  on  a  five-year  plan,  an  independent  study 
done  by  our  Committee,  and  a  graph  used  in  the  Town 
Master  Plan  through  the  year  1990.  All  three  methods 
indicated  a  decline  in  school  enrollment. 

It  was  our  conclusion  that  due  to  the  decrease  in 
student  population,  that  current  classrooms  could  be 
better  utilized.  It  is  our  recommendation  that  the  third 
grade  class  presently  housed  in  Andrew's  Lane  be  moved 
to  Brown's  Academy,  thus  freeing  that  classroom  space 
for  expanded  library  facilities,  nurse's  station  or 
consultation  room.  That  however,  does  not  address  the 
immediate  problem  of  storage  space.  It  is  our 
recommendation  that  the  School  Board  budget  money 
foreither  movable  orstationary  storagecabinetsforeach 
classroom  so  that  all  available  wall  space  can  be  utilized. 

During  our  study  of  operational  costs  of  both 
buildings,  we  learned  that  the  cost  of  running  Andrew's 
Lane  was  almost  twice  that  of  Brown's  Academy.  The 
information  we  received  from  the  School  Board  and 
S.A.U.  No.  16  Office  indicated  that  the  problem  exists  due 
to  the  present  heating  system  at  Andrew's  Lane.  It  is  our 
understanding  that  the  School  Board  has  engaged  an 
engineering  firm  to  evaluate  the  heating  system  at 
Andrew's  Lane  and  an  architect  to  study  the  potential 
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utilization  of  Brown's  Academy.  It  is  our  recommenda- 
tion that  the  School  Board  take  advantage  of  community 
resources  by  appointing  a  committee  of  citizens  with 
practical  knowledge  in  these  fields  before  any  major 
expenditures  are  made.  A  plan  should  be  implemented  to 
decrease  the  operating  expense  of  the  heating  system. 
Current  costs  indicate  this  should  be  a  priority  item.
